1* Action Requested : That you forward the attached 
letter to Senator Bayh, and the accompanying report on 
the covert action infrastructure. 

2* Background : The letter to Senator Bayh has two 
aspects :

® 0 doing , the SCC put its stamp of approval on the current 
funding and tasking of the infrastructure, and it then 
became appropriate to forward the report. 
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Chief, Covert Action Staff met with Bill Miller 
and other SSCI staffers on 6 June and worked out an informal 
agreement as to what issues should be considered, and facts 
provided, in the report. The passages on propriety of media 
operations, risk and consequences of exposures, feedback, 
and "command and control" are direct responses to SSCI 
Staff requests. You will note that the factual passages 
on the infrastructure are not specific. The report, there- 
fore, does not conflict with the President s determination. 
On the other hand, Miller has requested m future that the 
SSCI receive a detailed oral, executive session briefing 
on what he referred to as a "slice” of the infrastructure, 
which would serve to demonstrate how the entire propaganda 
network operated. The letter to Senator Bayh indicates 
that such a briefing is forthcoming. A draft of this 
oral briefing (TAB C) is attached for your consideration.

I have your letter (Q#3032) to Admiral Turner forwarding the 
Committee’s decisions regarding the FY-1979 covert action budget. 
We will respond to the Committee as soon as these decisions are 
fully studied. 

I am sorry for the continuing delay in sending the Committee 
the report on the Agency's infrastructure which was requested as a 
result of the Committee's review of the FY-1978 covert action budget. 
The Special Coordinating Committee of the National Security Council 
has yet to review the infrastructure, and we are unable to forward 
the requested report until this review takes place. I am aware that 
Agency representatives testifying before the Committee on 2 March 
indicated their hope the report could be filed within 30 days of that 
date; however, the scheduled SCC review was again postponed. The 
meeting is now set for later this month; if the schedule is adhered 
to, we will be able to file the report shortly thereafter.
